There is no 
object, for example. In having more 
capital in a farming neighborhood 
unless the farmers know without any 
guesB-worlc just how to use that capi- 
tal so ns to Increase the production 
nnd the profit of their farms. 
If all 


the leading farmers of a neighbor- 
hood would lay.their heads together 
and talk over tho situation and study 
tho opportunities for new Investment, 
they would bo less likely to make 
mistakes than if they work' secretly, 
as separate Individuals.
